“A FRENCHMAN ought to be able to} 

face death with confidence.” As 
Ney on that bleak morning of the 7th 
December, 1815, uttered the words, he 
waved aside those who offered to blindfold 
him, and, turning towards the firing 
platoon, stood calmly waiting the volley 
that in a few moments stretched him life- 
less on the ground. As things go, he was 
not by any means an old man: He was 
still some weeks short of completing 
his forty-seventh year. The war 
experiences which he had crowded into 
his comparatively brief military career 
were sufficient to make famous a dozen 
generals. 

The son of a cooper, Ney was born at 
Saarlouis on the 10th January, 1769. 
Seven months later another child was 
born—this time at Ajaccio, in Corsica. 
Destiny arranged it that these two lives 
should act and react closely on each other 
in their pursuit of military renown, and, 
although the Corsican far outstripped the 
cooper’s son, the names of both are 
indissolubiy linked for ever. If Napoleon 
was the supreme strategist, Ney was the 
supremely capable carrier out of the plans, 
and might be relied on even to vary them 
when, in his judgment, emergency 
demanded it. That Napoleon to the full 
appreciated his general’s efficiency was 
testified by the early bestowal of the 
Marshal’s baton, and the subsequent titles 
of Duke and Prince. 


NAPOLEON'S PRAISE. 


While Ney’s brilliance is often lost in 
the greater glory of his chief, there can be 
no gainsaying the ability of the soldier 
who, in his thirtieth year, planned the 
coup de main that captured Mannheim 
and out-maneuvrel the Archduke Charles 
in his attempt to smash the army of 
Massena. It was in 1805, that Ney’s 
storming of the entrenchments. of 
Klechingen earned for him the title of 
Duke. At Friedland his reckless daring 
evoked from Napoleon that ‘bravest of 
the brave ” which ever since has been 
associated with the Marshal’s name, and 
which, no doubt, he valued higher than 
the Grand Eagle of the Legion of Honour 
that the Emperor conferred on him. The 
climax of his military career came, oddly 
enough, with the ill-fated Russian cam- 
paign, and his splendid services at 
Smolensk ‘and Borodino were rewarded by 
the title of Prince. In the awful horrors 
of the retreat from Moscow, when the 
savage winter of the Steppes was a fiercer 
ana deadlier foe than the half-harbarous 
Cossack, it was Ney who kept his head, 
and by his sleepless vigilance saved from 
annihilation the shattered remnant of 
that mighty host with which Napoleon 
hoped to put the finishing stroke to his 
subjugation of the Continent of Europe. 


THE HUNDRED DAYS. 


What wonder was it that the bond 
between Napoleon and Ney should be a 
lasting one, or that, when the escaped 
prisoner of Kiba was once more on French 
soil and half France was flocking to him, 
the call to the Marshal should be 
irresistible? Recalling with affectionate 
remembrance the trials and triumphs of 
many a hard-fought field, he flung aside 
his brief allegiance to the _ restored 
Monarehy and hastened to the side of the 
beloved chief whom the Bourbon King had 
sent him to crush. 

The story of the Hundred Days takes 
many shapes according to the prejudices 
of the story-teller. It is, doubtless, a 
fact that the Napoleon of Waterloo was 
not the Napoleon of Austerlitz and Jena, 
but equally it seems certain that, in some 
strange way, his generals—among them 
Ney -himself—bungled in that campaign. 
The whole business has been the subject 
of fierce discussion, and the disputants 
are not done yet. Army men of all ranks 
have shown conclusively (to themselves) 
that their fespective pronouncements are 
the last words on the vexed question. 
Laymen. with maps of ‘the battlefields 
before them, and the assistance of a lively 
imagination, have evolved strategical 
situations. and developed plans of campaign 
as wonderful as they are confusing. The 
plain man, just remembering the result, 
accepts it without troubling his head to 
know who did or did not blunder. 


TRIED FOR TREASON. 


That result brought Louis XVIII. back 
to the throne of France, and made things 
decidedly dangerous for those who had 
hurried to the banners of the Emperor, 
when he tried in yain to coax the fortune 
that had forsaken him and refused to he 
charmed back. Of such Ney was probably 
the most notable. and, realising his 
iosition and at the urgent entreaty of 
his family, he set out for Switzerland. 
A heavily jewelled sabre, the gift of the 
Emperor, drew attention to him. He was 
recognised and arrested. The two lives 
that had run so long together were nearing 
the place of parting. 

We come to the closing scenes of Ney’s 
life, and they make sad reading. When 
his trial for high treason had concluded 
he was taken at 11.30 on the night of the 
6th December to his prison, while his 
sentence was being considered. His 
supper was brought to him without a 
knife, and. as the angry outburst with 
which he demanded one passed unheeded, 
he repeated it with a volley of oaths. A 
knife with unpointed ends was brought 
and he flung it from him, exclaiming, 
‘“Do these curs think I want to kill 
myself? They do not know that I have 
seen death more often than they have 
thought about it.” Presently he made a 
show of eating, but it was without zest, 
and, having smoked a cigar, he lay down 
fully dressed. Sleep refused to come, and 
having tossed restlessly for a while, he 
got up, took some turns up and down the 
room, and lay down again. This was 
repeated four or five times. 


“MY HOUR IS COME,” 

‘Why the devil cannot I shut my eyes 
to-night?’’ he wearily asked the two 
grenadiers who guarded him. ‘It cannot 
be this business which has put me in such 
a state.” He complained of thirst, and 
drank glass after glass of water, and then 
asked for a bottle of Malaga. Having 
taken a small glass of it, he lay down 
again and at once fell asleep. 

At ten minutes to three—that hour 
when night is at its loneliest—the Clerk 
of the Court of Peers, accompanied by two 
ushers in their robes, and twe officers in 
full uniform, entered the prison, and the 
sleeper’s brief “' forgetfulness of life '' was 
broken so that he might hear his sentence 
rend to him. We are told that he sat up, 
and, rubbing his eyes, asked, ' What is 
it?” The Clerk’s recital of legal 
phraseology was interrupted by Ney’s 
hasty, “I know all that. Come to the 
point and don’t waste time.”’ 

‘* Monsieur,”’ replied the Clerk, “the 
capital sentence was pronounced—the 
penalty of death.”’ : 

‘‘Sir,’’ interrupted Ney, “to a man 
like myself you must not speak of the

The Bridge Beautiful. 


It is a uzenerally accepted proposition 
that a railway bridge must be ugly. One 
thinks of that stain upon the character 
of the Thames, the Charing Cross Bridge ; 
and of the nwnber of spots in Dublin 
where the railroad architects have made a 
vice of necessity. Outside the city, 
however, the bheanty of various river 
valleys seems to have challenged the 
engineer to greatness. The bridge across 
the Boyne has a definite, if workaday, 
beauty of its own; and the new bridge 
at Mailow has its points. The loveliest 
railway bridge in Ireland is, however, that 
which spans the Shannon at Athlone. 
Under any light and weather, it wins a 
magic from the stream it crosses, leaping 
arc by aery arc from bank to bank. 
Under the evening twilight it has an elfin 
witchery ; but it is best seen breaking 
through the inorning mists that cloak it 
as they rise from the river and cling like 
draperies about its lines. Then it looks 
like gossumer; and one feels that the 
hammers of fairyland had sounded at its 


building. 
Grain-Shunting. 


There has been a good deal said and 
written lately about the waste of time 
involved in train-shunting operations ; so I 
was interested to hear an account of an 
experiment now being carried out by a 
railway company in England. When 
trucks arrive in a siding, with each 
section destined for a different town, the 
job has been to sort them out and attach 
them to the right trains. At the experi- 
mental station there are an assembly and 
a marshalling yard, the latter, with its 
forty or so lines of track, lying at the 
hottom of a hill or ‘‘ hump.”’ The man 
in the signal box can control each of these 
lines by electrical apparatus, and, as the 
trucks come rolling over the hump from 
the assembly yard, with a touch of a 
button he is able to direct them to the 
right track, according to written instruc- 
tions already received from the ‘‘ sorters ”’ 
in the assembly yard. Thus, in the most 
orderly and expeditious manner, trams 
are separated and assembled, and the 
town of March, in Cambridgeshire, has 
become known as the place where rail- 
ways have the “ hump.”’ 


Organiser and Organist. 


Mr. A. Percy Bentley, the organiser ot 
the Building and Housing Exhibition held 
in Dublin last week, is a man of several 
accomplishments. He 
is particularly 
interested in music, 
and those who found 
him in the humour 
for discussing his 
favourite su bj ect 
vere agreeably enter- 
tained, provided 
they, too, had 
nusical tastes. Since 
boyhood Mr. Bentley

The Rosetta Stone. 


Everybody nowadays is impregnated 
with a furore for archwology, and among 
the spheres of research none has more 
eager cnquiiers than that which deals with 
the countries where the peoples of the 
Bible held sway. For many ages the 
secret of the old hieroglyphs of Egypt 
lay in profound darkness. In 1798 the 
pick of a French soldier laid bare the basalt 
slab which afterwards fell into British 
hands by act of capitulation. This stone 
recorded in two. languages and three 
scripts—the Hieroglyph and Demotic 
Egyptian, and the Greel:— a decree passed 
at Memphis by a council of the priests of 
Egypt, who, after celebrating the Feast ot 
The Tail, desired to set forth the good 
deeds of Ptolemy V. Epiphanes, and the 
honours that they paid him in consequence 
of his acts ; and from the place of its dis- 
covery it came to be known as the Rosetta 
Stone. In it was found the key to the old 
script, and the stone lies at the base of 
modern research into the story of ancient 
Egypt. The Religious Tract Society have 
placed within everybody's reach the three 
texts and the translations in a book, 
entitled ‘‘The Rosetta Stone in the 
British Museum’’; and they have been 
happy in having the work done by the pen 
of the well-known Egyptologist, Sir E. A. 
Wallis Budge. The enterprise, apart from 
its value in itself, will serve as an attrac- 
tive introduction to the study of 
hieroglyphics for those whose interests lie 
in that diréction, and have been dis- 
couraged by more pretentious works.

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| A Beauty Spot For Sale. 


There is unlikely to be a crowd of poten- 
tial purchasers for the magnificent and 
beautifully-situated Kylemore Castle, in 
Connemara, which is now offered for sale 
with its sporting rights. It is the ideal 
residence for a sporting millionaire, but 
there will probably be few potential pur- 
chasers in Ireland. It is a beautiful 
Gothic structure, the turrets and towers of 
which when reflected in the waters below its 
walls make one of the most picburesque 
scenes in Ireland. 


KYLEMORE ABBEY. 


During the war it was sold by the Duke 
of Manchester to a community of Benedic- 
tine nuns from Belgium, who used it for 
some time as a college for girls. Now, 
apparently, this community has no further 
use for the gigantic building, and is will- 
ing to dispose of it. The Castle is 
correctly described as ‘‘commanding some 
of the finest woodland and mountain 
scenery in Ireland.’’ Probably nowhere 
else could there be found such a magni- 
ficent combination of moorland, lake and 
mountain as in the vicinity of Kylemore. 

The place must have cost a fortune to 
build and equip. It was originally the 
property of Mr. Mitchell Henry, a 
wealthy Manchester manufacturer, who was 
M.P. for Galway. Before he set his eyes 
upon the site it was bleak bog and moor- 
land, and it was probably the wild nature 
of the scenery that attracted him to the 
spot. By lavish expenditure he converted 
the wild bogland into a magnificent sport- 
ing property, where pheasants were bred 
in profusion, and beautified the place with 
some of the finest gardens in the country. 
Its great ballroom, which is over fifty 
feet long, looks out upon these gardens, 
making a pcrfect place of entertainment 
and enjoyment. 


Civil Service. Economy. 


In a Government office the other after- 
noon I observed the following notice 
hanging on the wall: | 

"“ Every Civil Servant can help to keep 
down the expenses of Government by care 
in the use of light and fuel. 

‘Care should be taken to extinguish 
all lights whenever a room is vacated and 
to extinguish each light the moment it is 
not required, even though it may be wanted 
again in a few moments’ time. 

“To avoid waste of coal, fires should 
not be made up after 3 p.m., unless a room 
is to be occupied alter 5 p.m., and in no 
case snould a fire be made up later than 
two hours before the time of leaving. 

““ Fires should only be lighted when the 
weather renders it absolutely necessary.” 

This training in economy should make 
junior officials very popular with a certain 
type of landlady; but the married Civil 
Servant who atteinpted to enforce the last 
paragraph in his home would only be 
asking for trouble. 


Smithfield Market. 


Smitifield seems to be a popular name 
for market-places. The London Smithfield 
is the chief meat market of that metro- 
polis. That in Belfast has a more varied 
content, being, in fact, the headquarters 
of trade in secondhand goods of zll 
descriptions, and haunted by a picturesque 
collection of treasure-seekers and bargain- 
hunters. There you would find schoolboys 
buying or disposing of text-books, students 
and scholars seeking old tomes. There, 
too, go young couples putting together 
the beginnings of a home, and knowledge- 
able men on the qui vive for a piece of 
rare china or glass, or an article of vertu. 
Side by side with these were keen traders 
in unconsidered trifles, and small pur- 
veyors of such things as are sold at a 
sacrifice when the household gods are 
taken down from their shrines. All that 
is to go. The site in the centre of the 
city 1s to be converted into a four-storey 
garage to help to cope with the parking 
problem ; but one feels that the spirit of 
the chafferer will still frequent the place, 
and ghostly bargainers will roam about 
the pits and make their deals among the 
petrol tins.

“I did worse than that,”’ 
repiied the other. ‘‘I asked for a ‘ bap.’ 
From the look on the shopman’s face you'd 
have thought I’d asked for the moon.’’ A 
soda far] is, of course, a square of white 
griddle bread, and, while the word “ farl’’ 
may fall strangely upon Dublin ears, the 
commodity it represents is not unknown. 
I do not think I have ever seen a “bap ” 
in Dublin, and only very occasionally 
have I met with one in Belfast. Another 
item that intrigued my Belfast friends 
was the fact that lettuce is known in 
Dublin. greengrocers’ shops as salad, while 
vegetables for soup are known as pot- 
herbs.

A matter of much importance to agri- 
cultural interests in Ireland is brought to 
my notice by a North of England corre- 
spondent, 

For some time, he tells me, complaints 
have been rife in the cattle markets of 
the North of England, and in Yorkshire 
particularly, where there is a great de- 
mand for bulls for breeding purposes. 

At some of the markets in recent 
months many wretched specimens of 
Irish bulls, totally unworthy of their 


country of origin, have been exposed for 
sale, only to be the object of derision by 
the English buyers. Indeed, the matter 
has become so serious that one Farmers’ 
Association in Yorkshire has passed a 
resolution in favour of bull registration 
on the English side of the Irish Sea. 

The practice, it is recognised, has a 
two-faced aspect. The disposal of the 
inferior bulls from the Irish farms means 
an improved general quality for this 
country, while exactly the reverse effect 
will take place in the centres where the 
bulls are sold. 

The problem is an acute one, and the 
English breeders are being driven to take 
protective measures. No doubt, they are 
partly to blame for the position they are 
in; for in the past their cattle-rearing 
has been based solely on the principle of 
fattening for the auction marts and leav 
ing the future to take care of itself. 


Wireless Freaks. 


A correspondent writes:—A friend of 
mine came to me with a curious tale the 
other day. His wife was cooking one 
morning, and when she put on the frying 
pan, lo and behold! it gave forth a pro- 
gramme of sweet music. This did not 
happen only once or twice, but every time 
the utensil was put on the fire.

HUNTING IN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH PIMES. 
Sir,—I have read with interest the three 
articles on “ Hunting in Ireland ” that you 


have recently published, and, much as I dis- | 


like to criticise the well-meant efforts of 
your Correspondent, I feel that I cannot let 
the last article of the series pass without 
either comment or protest. Your Correspond- 
ent seems to have been at pains to bring out 
the few black spots, and to have given little 
publicity to the many bright ones, In fact, 
in. my opinion, any meee reading the 
article would shun Ireland like the plague. 

The impression left on my mind by this 
article is that Irish hunting countries are a 
“ bird cage ” of wire, and are peopled, for 
the most part, by farmers who allow the 
sport to continue only on sufferance. This 
is absolutely false. My experience is not 
large, but, speaking for the majority of 
packs in Southern Ireland, with which I 
have hunted, in general, and for the Kil- 
kenny country, in particular, I wish to deny 
most emphatically that wire is the menace 
your Correspondent suggests. In England, 
in fashionable countries at any rate, it would 
be impossible to hunt at all were not the 
wire removed every season. This is done at 
enormous expense by the Hunts concerned. 
In Ireland we have neither such ways nor 
means to combat the evil. Yet, whilst 
admitting that there is a certain amount of 
wire in various localities, I have yet to hear 
of a hunt closing down on account of it, 
as would certainly be the case under similar 
circumstancese across the water. 

One has to cut one’s coat according to 
one’s cloth, and, taking everything into 
account, I consider that, generally speaking, 
hunting conditions in the Free State compare 
more than a little favourably with those in 
any part of England. With regard to County 
Kilkenny, in particular, I can only state that 
it is exceptional for wire to interfere with 
sport. It is easily possible in most parts of 
the country to have hunts with long 
“ points ” without meeting a strand of wire, 
while, with regard to the farmers, it would 
be difficult to find a body of men who have 
the sport of fox-hunting more at heart. 

It is the farmers, throughout Ireland and 
elsewhere, over whose land we ride, on whom 
the welfare of hunting entirely deperds, and 
it is they whom your Correspondent would 
seem to have damned with the faintest of 
praise.—Yours, etc.,

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—With the accounts furnished by the 
Electricity Supply Board fer the quarter 
ended the 30th September a notice has been 
enclosed informing consumers of the future 
rates of charges for electricity supply. 
Among the areas mentioned, in which the 
new rates of charges will operate, is Kings- 
town. The notice informs us that the fixed 
amount to be charged will vary with the 
Poor Law valuation of the house, plus one 
penny per unit of electricity consumed. I 
ave looked up my bills for the past year 
to the Wth September, and I find that my 
consumption of electricity was 144 units, 
which, at the rate of eightpence per unit 
(the pre-Shannon rate) was £4 16s., plus 10s. 
meter rent—making a total of £5 6s. 

Now, in accordance with the new rate—the 
Poor Law valuation of my house being 
£48—I shall have to pay 15% of the valua- 
tion of my house (ós. in the £), which 
amounts to £7 4s., and then pay ld. per 
unit for electricity consumed. Estimating 
that my consumption of electricity during the 
current year will be similar to that of the 
past year—144 units—I shall have to pay 
£7 4s. on the valuation of my house, plus 12s. 
(144 units at ld. per unit); The total is 
£7 16s., compared with £5 6s. pre-Shannon 
Scheme rates, or the additional burden of 
£2 10s. per annum in my cost of living. In 
other words, my electricity supply will cost 
me ls. ld. per unit in the future, instead of 
8d. per unit. 

When we remember also that the Poor 
Relief Bill is on the horizon, the future let 
of householders in Dublin is not a happy 
one. jah! It puts a shiver down one’s

TRAFFIC CONTROL PROBLEYW. | 


When the Belfast Corporation sought 
the assistance of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs to solve its transport problems 
some time ago, there was, of course, no 
thought that anything might be done to 
intertere with. the authority of the 
Council in the control of the streets. It 
will be recalled that a bargain was made 
whereby private bus companies were pro- 
hibited from plying for hire within the 
inunicipal boundaries, while they were 
given certain compensating privileges in 
covering routes throughout the province. 
To legalise that position ard also to deal 
with traffic control in its widest sense, 
the Government has introduced a bill 
into Parliament—the new Motor Vehicle 
and Road Traffic measure—the second 
reading of which is to take place to- 
morrow. 

Fears have been expressed that under 
one of the clauses of the bill the Cor- 
poration’s own direct control over the 
city tramway undertaking might be 
adversely affected. The subject was con- 
sidered at a meeting of the Committee 
concerned during the week-end, and it 
was unanimously decided to resist any 
proposal which would endow any Com- 
missioner who might be appointed by the 
Home Office under the terms of the bill 
to supervise road transport throughout 
the province, with powers of control over 
the Belfast undertaking. The necessary 
steps were also taken to oppose such an 
interference with the authority of the 
Council. Many people, however, would 
welcome the appointment of a Commis- 
sioner, whose schemes for the prevention 
of road accidents would, at least, be free 
from the suspicion of outside influences, 
and would be put into operation no 
matter who might be displeased. 


A QUAINT SUGGESTION. 


A quaint, but interesting, suggestion 
has been mace relative to the drainage of 
the River Bann, which, it is claimed, 
would settle all complaints at the cost of 
a few thousand pounds. H is just simply 
to purchase all the lands subject to 
periodical flooding, and let the farmers 
clear out. It sounds easy enough, but 
it coukl hardly be called a 
policy.

This, of course, would be an absurd 
scheme if there were no other considera 
tions. It may be that some fine day the 
Prime Minister will announce a great 
hydro-electric scheme on the Bann to flood 
the province with light, but probably the 
time for that has not yet come, although 
there have been many rumours about it. 
The possible success of the Shannon 
undertaking may enconrage our Northern 
legislators to go and do likewise. They 
delight in imitating another Government.

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“THE VAGABOND KING.” 


Dublin audiences have been a long time 
waiting to see ' The Vagabond King,” that 
historical musical play which has been so well 
received in London. but the waiting has been 
worth while, and the large audience which 
was present at the Gaiety Theatre last night, 
when the piece opened for a two weeks’ 
season, thoroughly enjoyed a sparkling enter- 
tainment, The book is based on Justin 
McCarthy’s well known novel, “If I were 
King,” the central character being Francois 
Villon, that queer character of poet, pick- 
pocket and patriot, who played such a part in 
those historically intriguing days of Louis the 
Eleventh of France.

The Threatened Alderman. 


Recent developments in the municipal 
politics of England have threatened the 
survival of the alderman. The Municipal! 
Corporations Act of 1882 established 
the general rule that one-quarter cf 
the town councillors should be alder- 
men—persons clected -by the council - 
remain in office for six years. Of late 
the rapid increase of Labour representa- 
tion has threatened the accustomed balance 
of parties. In many a town it has 
happened that the aldeymen, secured in 
office by virtue of their rank, have become 
the decisive factor. Sometimes they have 
been the sole survivors of a party debdele. 
A wave of popular opinion has swept from 
the council every councillor who stood for 
re-election, and the aldermen’s position 
of privilege has been the only security cf 
the corporations concerned against the 
commission of authority to a body of 
wholly inexperienced persons.. Socialistic 
impatience resents this constitufional safo- 
guard. There has been some friction over 
It 
argued that the institution un- 
democratic, and in these days that which 
is shown to be undemocratic is damned. 
On the other hand, there are* sober judg- 
ments which recognise the merits of a 
system that allows men of distinction 
or of special knowledge to be co-opted. In 
many town councils the deliberations of 
the members are rendered the more fruitful 
in wise decisions by. the assistance of 
highly-trained and experienced minds 
which never would have found their way 
te the council chamber by way of con- 
tested election. It would be lamentable if 
local government should be debased by 
party jealousy, ambition and intrigue; 
yet, in days when the bonds of tradition 
have slackened, what institution is safe 
from such @ fate? The wheel turns full! 
circle. From pure privilege government 
comes to be an affair of nicely-ordered 
balance between established and elected 
authority. At last the elected person seeks 
to engross all power, and such disorder 
follows that a resort to primal dictator- 
ship becomes necessary. The alderman, 
who so long has been a favourite figure 
with the caricaturists, and has stumbled 
over the pantomime stage in his gaudy 
robe, stands to-day as the emblem of the 
sagacious customs of the past.

SUGGESTED BAN ON 
EXPORT OF SHEEP. 

The Melbourne Currespondent of 7/e Lines 
telegraphed yesterday :— A proposal has been 
made by smail growers to Mr. Malonev, 
Ninister of Markets, suggesting that the un- 


satisfactory, position of the wool indusirv 
would be bettered if the export of stud 
merino sheep to South Africa were pro- 
hibited. 


The propesal is not regarded favourably 
by the National ouncil’ of Wool-Selling 
Brokers of the two great organisations cor- 
trolling the industry. Jt is admitted that tte 
Sdath African output of fine quality merino 
wool is" increasing, but the present low price 
is not due to the supply being greater than 
the demand, but rather to the increasing 
competition of artificsal materials. A óó per 
cent. réduction in sale offérings between now 
aid Clnristmas, it ‘is expected, would keep 
the market buoyant, and there would, there- 
fore. be no need for the Government to 
institute an investigation into the industry. 
The real’ problem is to reconcile - post-war 
production costs with pre-war prices. 

Senator Guthrie, one of the largest wool- 
growers, favours the prohibition of the export 
of. stud sheep, and recalls that South Africa 
prohibits the export’ of Angora goats, 
ystrichnes, and even ostrich eggs. Referring 
to the slump in prices at the recent sales, ive 
savs: “HH the. market fell much more, it 
might be advisable to prohibit the export oí 
wool, unless it were bought on a basis equa! 
to an agreed mimmurm average price. Such 
action was taken in 1921.” 

The Federal Board of ‘Trade approves a 
plan,. which has aiready the assent of the 
State Governments and the Empire Market- 
ing Board, for the expenditure of £15,000 to 
assist breeders to import stud and 
cattle from Great Britain.

At Vera 
Cruz itself the voting was only spasmodic 
since the booths were repeatedly stormed hy 
armed partisans of the vival parties, and many 
balat-hoxes were stolen.

I am informed that there is no foundation 
fo. the rumoured breakdown in the negotia- 
tions between the Governments of France ant 
the Free State with respeet to the conclusion 
of a commercial treaty. The question of a 
commercial treaty between the two countries 
has been occupying the attention of both 
Gcvernments over a period of two years, and 
it is still vnder consideration, i 

The chief, and, in fact, the only ie ce 
in the “vay has been that France, whic! 
imports into the Free State £500,000 worth 
of wines and other articles in a year, as 
against the Free State's export of agricultural 
products valued at £100,000 to France, had 
very little to offer in lieu of the valuable 
toncessions which the treaty would give to 
her. So far France cannot be induced to 
reciprocate more fully, but the negotiations 
still continue, and efforts are being made to 
overcome the obstacle to agreement. 

GAELTACHT HOUSING BILL. 

The Gacltacht Housing Bill, which was 
introduced in tha Dail last week by Mr. 
Fienan Lynch, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, will, I learn, make provision for 
the construction, extension and improvement 
of about 2,000 homesteads in the Gaeltacht 
area. A sum of £250,000 will be allotted for 
the purpose, and will be disbursed in grants 
and leans. The maximum grant under the 
bill will be £80. and a similar sum may be 
available to applicants as a loan for the 
building or reconstruction of a house. The 
repayment will be spread over a period of 
thirty-five years at interest at the rate wi 
53 per cent. 

The promoters of the bill have based the 
amcunt of both grant and lean on the assump- 
fion that, with the exception of the mason, 
all the labour will be supplied by the 
applicant, his family and possibly by his 
neighbeurs, and that most of the grant and 
loan will, therefore, go in material. Arrange- 
ments will be made by which the material 
will be paid for cut of the grant and loan, 
without waiting until a certain percentage of 
the work has been carried out. 

It is expected that the average price per 
house will be about £125,.and, to give the 
provisions of the bill the widest possible 
scope, the area to which the bill will apply 
will include places outside the Gaeltacht 
proper where there are Irish-speaking 
colonies, The object of the measure is to 
give the greatest amount of relief to the 
poorest districts in the Gaeltacht, and about 
three-fifths of the £250,000 will be allocated 
to districts where the average valuation is 
about £6.

The main questions arising on the appeal 
were whether there was any jurisdiction in 
the trial court to try the case without a 
jury, and whether there was any trustworthy 
evidence upon which a _ conviction could 
safely and justly be based.

According to her statement, she acci- 
dentally shot herself, and, according to the 
prosecution, Dr. Knowles treated the wound 
himself in a proper manner. Mrs. Knowles 
died in hospital on October 23rd, In a dying 
deposition she described how she put the 
revolver carelessly on a chair, and, sitting 
on it, it caught in her dress and went off 
when she tried to remove it. 

It was stated that the evidence for 
the prosecution established that two 
spent bullets were found in the bungalow. 
It, was also stated that Mrs. Knowles’s state- 
ment to the surgeon specialist and her dying 
deposition were false, and that the latter was 
a sporting effort to save her husband. 

ccording to the appellant’s evidence at 
the trial, he went to bed after Junch, saw his 
wife enter and start to undress. and heard 
a shot. He jumped up and attended to the 
wound, and she said, ‘‘ People wil] say I have 
done this purposely,”’ to which he replied that 
alj she had to do was to lie quiet. He would 
take all the blame.

VIEW OF PRODUCER OF 
“ JOURNEY’S END.” 

Some novel views on Shakespeare's style 
and methods were put forward by Mr. 
Maurice Browne, producer of ‘Journey's 
End,’ who, at Queen’s Waivecsity, Belfast, 
last night, continued his series of Jectures on 
“The Theatre, the Temple of the Living 

Art.” 

Mr. Browne said that he loved Shakespeare 
enough to think that at times he could write 
the most unmitigated rot. Had they, he 
asked, read anything’ so revolting, so un- 
speakably: disgusting and fulsome as “the 
dedication to certain lerdlings in his first 
folio; so that they could find out how 
rovellitg and servile a human being could 
Be at times’ 

Shakespeare's appalling a b his in- 
tellectual cheek, his horrible pun habits, his 
bad jokes, his grandiloquence of language, as 
in some of the earlier scenes in “ Romeo and 
Juliet,” and his enphemisms distinguished 
rather clearly the world in which Shakespesre 
found himself, 

Just as . to-day people differentiated 
between their fellow human beings by their 
facial characteristics, so Shakespeare's men 
and. women were covered with bumps snd 
warts: and not only his characters, but his 
cities, mountains and forests. As in his Forest 
of Arden, so in the castle upen whose 
battlements the raven croaked itself hoarse 
they could feel the very texture of the tiles 
and stones. 

But Shakespeare had great humanity. In 
fact, no Greek tragedy could parallel the 
knocking at the door in '' Macbeth," which 
was something new in the theatre.

HOW VALUES FELL. 

These, the most trustworthy figures in exist. 
ence, are based on the total market value of all 
stocks listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange, and they showed that while on 
September 1 the total value of these American 
stocks ran to £17,933,600,000..their highest 
point this year—they have now dropped in 
value by £8,000,000,000, or about 48 per cent.

smaller banks, inelnding one in. New York 
State and another in Trenton, New Jersey, 
have been taken over by trustees, while even 
to-day there js all sorts of money available 
on lean at from 5 to 6 per cent.
